Word Things are chang'd 3 becauſe be has power 
to make Things be, what be-ſays they are. As 
therefore Chriſt {ays/t0the Noble Man Jo. 4. 59. 
Whoſe bon was Sick at Capernaum, Go thy 
Way; thy Son Liveth 3 & his power made 
him to be, as he fail he was. Sn here Chriſt ſar- 
ing, This is my Body; This is my Blood 3 
his power and truth ui it 1 be, what by his 
Word, he ſays it it. chriſt ſays it, and becauſe 
we can neither queſtion his power nor Truth, 
0 therefore believe it to be whut he ſo ſolemmly 
Aljerts it. „

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This is a hard ſay ing who can hear it ? 
But after a more Perfect and Spiritual man- 
ner of Being. To conceive this aright, vou 
muſt obſerve out of S. Paul, 1. Cor. 15. 42, 


43. There are two very different manners of 


Being proper to a human Body, according to its 
different States. For it may be either Corrufti- 
ble or Incorruptible ; Mortal or Immortal; Na- 
tural or Spiritual. Thus St. Paul Diſcourſing 
of the manner, in which our Bodies ſhall be as 
the Reſurrection, ſays, v. 53. that then This 
Corcuptible muſt put on Incorruption, 
and this Mortal muſt put on Immortali- 
ty. And, v. 44 It is ſown a Natural Bo- 
dy, it is raiſed a Spiritual Body. There 


is a Natural Body, and there is a Spiri- 


tual Body. Now, 100 it be not poſſible to 
imagine how 4 Humane Body, when it is in its 
Corruptible, Mortal, and Natural manner 
of Being, that is ſo extended and groſs, as here 
it is, can be truly and really contain'd under the 
Form of a Wafer ; Tet when this ſame Body 
has put on its other more Perfect manner of Be- 
ings and is now become Incorruptible, Im- 
mortal, and even Spiritual, there is not 
then that Difficulty of apprehending it: Becauſe 
being now become in it's Qualities like a Spirit 3 
and a Spirit requiring no extenſion or greatneſs 
of place for its Being; ſo neither does 4 Body, 
when it is become Spiritual. As therefore, you 
can eafily conceive, how 4 Sirit may be really

it be underſtood f Chriſt's nl WH, id not 
imagin id to be there in its Corporal and Natural 
manner of Being; But as it is Incorrupt ible, In-

By keeping cloſe to this Thought, ſeveral other 
Difficulties may be ſolv d, relating to this Sub- 
ject. For Chriſt”; Body being in the Sacrament 
according to this Perfect manner of Being, even 
like à Spirit 3 it may be atprehended how the Sa- 
crament may Le Broken without Injuring or 
breaking his Boly: As when a Man's Body is 
broken, or 4 Limb cut off, the Soul remians ſtill 
entire, becauſe it is a Spwit and not ſubject to 
ſuch Accidents as theſe. * Thus likewiſe may it 
be concetd how the Body of Chriſt may be whole 
and entire in every part of the Sacrament, after 
the Sacred Hoft is divided. As alſo, how it may 
be in many Places at once: For tho" we canngt 
egi underſtand this poſſible to an extended 
Body, and in itsCorpotal manner of Being, there's 
no ſuch Difficulty in Relation to 4 Spirit, or other 
thing in its manner of being like a Spirit, be- 
cauſe 4 Sirit has no defendence on Place, nor 1$ 
confin'd either to it, or by it.

Paul, zhe Engliſh Bible Printed at Cam- 
bridge 1629, obſerves, that howener this ſup- 
poſes a change in rhe Bodies, vet tis not chang- 
ing the Subſtance; which Explication being 
alloo”'d of in our Caſe, it clears thas Difficulty : 
And theres Reaſon enough to admir it, af it be 
conſider d, how Chriſt enter d in amn ſi his Diſ- 
Cifles the Doors being four 3 that he was Bora 
without Jajury to hus Mot he Virgina! Imegriryʒ 
bat he paſſed thro the Mult it udes, wore than once 
without heing ſeen or perceiv'd; in which laſtan- 
ces there are Grounds ro believe, Chriſt aud 
this Preternaturaſ and Spiricual manger of Ext- 
ſtence, not only after his Reſurreion, when his 
Body was Geri d, but likewiſe before. 

IV. How can this be Reconcil'd with the Sen- 
ſes, For our Seeing and Taſting tell us the Eu- 
chariſt j Bread and Wine 33 Conſecration 5 
and muſt not we believe them, ſince God has gi- 
wen us theſe very Powers for this End?

Now, how 45 this to be Re- 
concil”d with the Senſes ? The ſame Difficutty 
may be made in the Dove, ſeen cer Chriſt ut 
hrs Battiſm, and the Fiery Tongues, over the 
ies at Pentecoft, For tho th in fommat ion 
75 Senſe, in theſe caſes was, hat dhey were 
Young Men, 2 Dove, and Fiery Tongues, 
yet yon ſoe, our Fa ich goes orhermiſe, and we be- 
lieve they were not in Subftance, what they 
fear A ro be, bunt an Angel, and the Holy 
GhoR, under thoſe Forms. And if it be Exu- 
mind why we Believe there wes really an An- 
gel, uni the Noly Ghoſt and not @ Tong Man, 
a Dode, &c. the Reaſon 45, becauſe God has Re- 
veul id it in Holy hu, and exprefly affur'd us, 
what they were 3 and therefore an Þis Word, 
we make wo Defroutry of Reheveng it, maywoinh- 
fling all tbe Information of Senſe to the con- 
trary. Thus we do in aur Gaſe : Gu Genſes tell 
ti, 45 vours da, that the Kicraineut appears to be 
— tut Bread and I ine: And yet we be- 
lieve there is really preſent in 4s Chriſt Body 
and Blood, becauſe God -bas revea'd us in Holy 


Was 
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Vs given for us, and his Blood that was 
ſhed for us. And are we to be cenſur'd for 


Believing, what he ſo ſolemnly tells us > Some 
indeed are here greatly concern'd for the Senſes, 


and ſeem troubled for the Queſtioning their Au- 


thority, and not achnowledging their Infallibility, 
when in Reality we do no more here than others, 
without the leaſt Difficulty, in the ſeveral In- 
ſtances above-mention'd. We have as great 4 
Deference for the Senſes, as others, and confeſs 
their Authority 3 but, tis true, we have a much 
greater for God's Sacred Word, and the 
Truth of what he ſays : 4nd therefore when- 
ever theſe ſeem to interfere, and we have one 
fort of Information from the Senſes, and ano- 
ther from God's Word; we confeſs our Reſo- 
lat ion of preferring God's Word, before the 
Senſes, and own our ſelves bound to maingain 
his Authority and Infallibility — 
* - theirs 3 ſo that if one muſt give Way, it it tvi- 
dent which it is to be; and likewiſe on whom 
= our Faith is to depend, that is, on God, rather 
= than Man, on what God ſays, rather than on 
= the contrary Information of Senſe. And this the 
Rule followed above tho? here Reproved by ſome. 
But now to Reconcile this whole Matter, I 
think tis plain, the Senſes are not here deceiv'd 
at all. Fir the Eyes and Tongue ſay, in re- 
gard of the B. Euchariſt: It has the Colour 
and Taſt of Bread and Wines. and this is cer-

with this Senſe too: And without this, it is 
moſt certainly expos'd to many groſs Miſtakes, and 
muſt be cenſur d as very raſh and precipitate. 

This we ſee it is bound to, in regard of many 
Things, which are Natural, eſtecially ſuch as 
are not very Obvious and Common, as in Stones 
and Metals : For how many of this kind- do we 
daily meet with, which, when we have exa- 
min'd with our Eyes, with our Taſte and Feel- 


ing, we yet know not what they are, and can- 
not frame à certain and true Fudgment of them : 


til by our Hearing, we are inform?d from ſome 
more experienc'd Ferſon; what they really are? 
Here our Eyes may tell us indeed, what the Co- 
lour is, and the Tongue what Taſte 3 but if 
the Fudgment ſhould hence pretend to declare 
with - ark what the things are: How 
eaſily might it run into Miſtakes : Not becauſe 
theſe Senſes are Deceiv'd, but becauſe it takes 
not its Information from the Senſe, that is pro- 
fer in this Caſe to give it: Becauſe it attends 
10 the Report of the Eyes, which is inſufficient 
when it ſhould have regard to the Ears ? And | 
wow if we tien to ſuch Things, in which Art is 
| ld be. , 8 concern d. ö

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concern d, which makes an alteration beyond 
Nature, ſuch are the Compounds of the Ator be- 
cary, the Chymiſt, the Perfumer, of almoſt all 
Tratles in their Kind, nay, even of Books to: all 
theſe know how to mix and diſguiſe Things 
with that Art, and give them many Qualit les 
of Colour, 'Tafte an#Smell, which belong not 
to them, that they are kinds, of Myſter ies: And 
to judge by the Eyes, by the Tongue, by the 
Touch, or the Smell, woutd be many times to 
go out of the Way : And there's no ſurer Means 


eff goviding Miſtakes, than ro hear from the 


Artiſt, and from this Sente conclude what 
they are: And this is not ro contradif or lay a- 


jede theſe Senſes but only to conſider, which of 


them is moſt proper in every Caſe, to inform the 
Fudg ment and follow that. 

And is it not thus tov, in all thoſe Caſes, where 
God is fleas'd to intervene with his Extraor- 
dinary and Miracutous Power ? We know 


he can change, whenever he pleaſes the Nature 


of Things beyond all Humane Arts: and make 
Spiritual and Infinite Beings atfear under 


Mater ial and Corporeal Firms. And now, 


tho in ordinary Caſes our Eyes, &c. give 
ſufficient Direction 10 our Fudgment : Tet in 


ſuch 5 are the Subject of an extraordinary 


Power, it's inofb!2 they ſhould give any other 
Account than of what they appear to be. 
Bur as to the wncluding, what they really 


are, as ro their Nature and Subſta nce, 20%.

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Fulgment muſt firſt cunſult with what is heard 
from the Word of God, tbe Divine, and rhe 
Church: And hence it may have ſuch Informa- 
tion for its coming to an Tie, as the other Senſes 
of themſelves, could never pretend to. Thus, tho 
from the Report of the Eyes the Fulgment can, 


in ordinary Caſes, with Afſurance pronounce, | 


which 15 4 Dove, or Young Man, yer, when 
by an extraordinary Power, God it fleard 
20 preſent under thoſe Forms, other Spiritual or 
Infinite Beings, as of Angels, vr the Holy Ghoſt, 
then muft the Fudgment call in ſome other Help» 
and not proceed by what theſe tee, but by what 
is heard from Faith and the Word of God, 
in this Point; and thus only can we judge aright + 
And why, but becauſe as in things of Art, the 
Artiſt gives the nioſt certain Account, and it 
would be a rafhneſs to adhere to the Senſes in con- 
rradiftion to him: $0 in things that are Spiri- 
tual and the extraordinary Works of God, 
tis God himſelf gives the beſt Direction to the 
Judgment: It mull attend to what it hears 
from him, and not what is ſeen in the Ohyect: 
And to adbere to the Eyes, m contradiction 
to him, would not be Reaſon, but Madneſs. 

Is it not Reaſon then, that in the bleſſed Eu- 
charift, which the Scripture informs us to be the 
ſabject of a Miraculous Power, we fhoutd not 
only Enquire what the Eyes ſee, and Month taſtes, 
but likewiſe what the Word of God, what Faith 
amd the Chureh declare in this Caſe © and pom 

ran 
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frame our Fudgment from what we thus Hear, 


than from Seeing and Taſting, And this with- 
our any diſcredit at all to theſe Senſes : For tho 
theſe are to be regarded, about their proper Ob- 
jets of Colour and Taſte : Tet when the Queſti- 
on is, What are we to believe: They muſt 
give leave to the Ears to take Place, becauſe as 
the Apoſtle ſays, Faith comes by hearing. 
Thus we render to every one their due: To God, 
what belongs to God, and to every Senſe in their 
kind, what belongs to them: But 10 let our 
Faith be directed by what we ce, rather than 

what we Hear from God, that we cannot 

: Becauſe none knows the things of God, but 


the Spirit of God. 


Thus having given (ome Light to theſe Pi x- 
culties, which are the common Ground from 


whence ariſe all the Doubts q Dicbelief concern- 
ing this Myſtery, I hope on the one fide it mai be 


an Encouragement to Reaſon and Senſe veadily 


to ſubmit to this Divine Truth © and on the -

be well inſtructed. You are for this end 
to imprint well in your mind, that Prieſts 
at the Altar do the ſame, which Chriſt 
did at his Laſt Supper, and which he com- 
manded his Apoſtles, and their Succeſſors, 
to do after him, when he ſaid to them, Do 
this in remembrance of me. In obedience to 
which Command they do what he then 
did; that is, They take Bread and W ine 
to the Altar; they bleſs and conſecrate 
It, by the Power here given them, into 
His Body and Blood, and offer up this 
holy Victim, to the Eternal Father, in 
remembran e of him once offered upon 
the Croſs for our Redemption; Do this 
in Remembrance of me. "This it is they do. 
Q. Then I fee the Maſs ib as you have al- 
reach ſaid, an Oblation of the Bach and Blood of 
Chrift, under the Forms of Bread and Wine, 
made in remembrance of his Death on the Croſs. 
And is not this what you call a Sacrifice ? 
A. Yes, it is the Sacrifice of the New 
Law, in which are fulfilled all the Sacri- 
fices of the Law of Moles. And here you 
will do well to obſerve, that God has 
always been worſhipped by Sacrificez As 
you may ſee in Abe/, in the beginning of 
the World; and afterwards in Moſes, when 


God himſelfeftabliſhd the Order of Prieſts, 
and prefcr'd the Sacrifices which wa 
| all 
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all Types of the Sacrifice that was to 
ſucceed in the Law of Grace. And there- 
fore, as in the Old Law there were two 
Sorts of Sacrifices z one, which was of- 
fred np Entire, and wholly conſumed on 
the Altar, and was called an NHofocauſt 3 
the other offer'd and conſumed in part on- 
iy; The other part be ing divided Fetween 
the Prieſts and the People, and might 
therefore be called, A Communion at Su- 
22 So here in this one Sacrifice 15 

riſt wholly offer'd up an Holocauſt for 
Men; and yet fo that, both Prieſt and 
People partake of the victim: And thus 
Is the Old Law fulfill'd in the New, as to 


all its Parts and Figures. 
Q. Tam to remember, then, that as in the 


Law of Moſes, were offe”d upon the Altar 
Brrds and Beaſts, as Trrrtles, Oxen, Lambs, 
cc. Theſe Sucriſres were all aboliſh'd, 2 
Chrift ; and in their Place has ſucceeded, by his 
command the Oblation of Ohriſt himſelf, the 


true Lamb of God, that tales away the Sins of

the Maſs is the. Sacrifice of the whole 
Church, that is, both of Prieſt and Peo- 
ple; and therefore as the Prieſt offers it 
to Almighty God, fo ought likewiſe the 
people to offer it, both with the Prieſt 
and by him. For as in reſpect of the _ 
crat ion, the Prieſt is the Miniſter of Jeſus 
Chriſt, who has given him power to con- 
ſecrate; and who with him conſecrates 


the Victim; ſo in regard of the Oblatjon, 


the Prieſt is deputed by God for the Peo- 
| pel, who with him ought to offer it to 
God; And this St. Paul hints, Heb. 5 1. 
Every Prieſt being choſen from among Men, 
it appointed for Men in thoſe things that belong 
2 God; that he may offer Gifts and Sacrifices 
or Sins. | 

Q. Tit the Prieſt then alone is to Conſe- 
crate, but the People are to join with him in 
Offer ing up to Almighty God the Sacred Hoſt, 
and defering him to Accept it. Was not there 


3 ſomething of this Method practiſed in the Old 


Law ? 

A. Yes, the People having brought to 
the Prieſt what was to be offered, did af- 
terwards in time of Sacrifice, while the 
Prieſt was at the Altar, offer it there to 
God, by the Hands of the Prieſt; and on 


this their own Offering, as well as on the 


| Prieſt's, depended the good Acceptance it 
8 : : was 
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was to have with God. Something of this 
practice you ſee, Luke 1. 9. 10. where t is 
related; while Zacharias was burning In- 
cenſe at the Altar, the whole Multitude 
of the People were without in Prayer, vix. 
in the Body of the Temple. Thus in all 
their Sacritices the Office of the Prieſts 
was to Offer them at the Altar; while the 
People aſſiſting at the Oblation at the 
ſame time Offer d them to God by the Hand 
of thoſe his Miniſters, either for the Re- 
miſſion of their Sins, for a Thankſgiving, 


c. And thus in our Chriſtian Sacrifice, 


ought the People ever — with the 
Prieſt, in Offering it to Almighty God. 

This Method was earneſtly recommen- 
ded by St. Ch:yſotom to the Faithful of 
his time, Hom. in 2. Cor. exhorting them to 
bring an earneſt Attention with them, to 
the Celebration of the Dreadful Myſter ies, 
and to Conſider that Prieſts and People 
make up but one Body; that therefore 
they ought to join with one another, and 
not to caſt off all from themſelves, and 
throw it wholly upon the Prieſts. The 
ſame is urged by the Learned Rodrigues 
Par. 2. tr. $. c. IJ. where he ſays, that 
tho? it be the. Prieſt only that ſpeaks, and 
with his Hands, Offers this Sacrifice ; yet 


all the Faithful offer it likewiſe with him; 
which being ſuppoſed, J Declare, ſays — 
8 | mv 
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the beſt Method of Hearing Maſs, is to go 
on jointly with the Prieſt, Offering-up - 
Sacrifice, and doing as .much as may be, 
the very ſame that he does; making this 
account with our felves, that we. all k ill 
meet there, not _—_ Hear Mals, but 
likewiſe ro make and offer up the Sacrifice 
together with the Prieſts, for 

and in truth the thing, is ſo. 

- Q. Well, but daes the Church require this of 


the Fog ; ; 

A. That this is imported in Hearing 
Maſs, may be plainly ſeen in the Liturg 
it {elf ; throughout which it is manifeſt, 
the Sacrifice there Offered is Common; and 
that the People are to Offer it with the 


Prieſt. 


in reality 


In the beginning of Maſs, you fee the 


Publick Confeſſion is made by the People, as 
well as the Prieſt. The rie eleiſom are 
ſaid by both. The Gloria in Exceips is ſa id 
aloud; and all in the plural Number, as in- 
cluding the People. Before every Prayer 
is ſa id Orenus, whereby the Prieſt calls on 
the whole Aſſembly to join with him. 
The Eziſfles, Goſpe!s and. Creed, are ſa id in 
2 loud Voice, to thew they belong to all 
preſent. ; 

As to what follows, tho? ſaid in a low 
Voice, tis plain the People are concerned 


in it. In the Oblaian of the Bread, the

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Prieſt mentions. h imſelf, and all preſent. 
In the Oblat ion of the Vine, he ſays in the 
name of all, Ve cer ta thee, O Lord, &. 
He repeats the fame in the follow ing Pray- 
er; and after waſhing. his Fingers, he 
prays thus, Receive, O Holy Trinity, this Ob- 


lat ion we make thee, &c. And then turn- 1 


ing to the People, he fays, Brethren, Pray 
that my Sacrifice and yours may be Acceptable 
in the Sight of God, &c. And then calls on 
all to join with him in Thankfgiving, re- 
quiring them to lift p their Hearts, and give 
Thanks to God. 

In the Canon all is 1 in the Plural 
Number, as in the firſt Prayer: We hum- 
bly beſeech thee to Accept and Bleſs theſe Gifes 
and $1crifices we offer thee. In the Second, 
Be mindful, O God, of thy Servants, and of 
all here preſent, for whom we Offer, or who 

er to thee this Sacrifice. In the third and 

ourth, the People are included with the 
Prieſt. £4; 

And thus ill he goes on after 
Elevation; Wherefore we thy Servants, and 
alſo thy holy People, mindful of thy Paſſion, 
&c. And fo in all the following Prayers; 
We: humbly beſeech thee, &c. And to us Sin- 
ners, &c. Deliver us from all Evils. Lamb of 


Thus confidering the whole Liturgy, 
mon 
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mon both to Pr ieſt and People; and whils 
we behold the Spirit of Chriſt, and his 
Church, in the Inſtitution of jt, it may 
be eaſily concluded, the manner of Ai: 
fiſting at it, which is moſt conformable to 
this Spirit, muſt neceſſarily be the beſt. 

On which Grounds it follows; that as 
many of the Faithful, as deſire to Con- 
form to this Spirit of the Church, when 
they go to Maſs, ought to go with the In- 
tention of Offer ing to Almighty God with 
the Prieſt, this great Sacrifice of the Body 
and Blood of Chriſt, and conſequently 
be very careful to accompany him, if not 
in all, at leaſt in the Principal Parts; that 
fo by this Means, they may more effectu- 
ally partake of the Fruits of it. 

Q. I don't ſee this is the General Method of 
the Faithful; for they ſeem to underſtand, that 
the making the Oblig at ion belongs only to the Prieſt, 
and their part is only to aſſiſt at it with Devot ion 
that ſo they may have ſome ſhare in its Effecli, 
and in the Prayers there ſaid by the Prieſt 3 for 
this End we ſee ſome ſaying their Beads all the 
time of Maſs, others their Morning Prayers, 
others the Offices of the Day, or ſome Private 
Devotion, and but with very little regard to 
what the Prieſt does; and is not this very far 
from what you ſpeak of.

A. Tis different, but yet Iqueſtion not, 


but as many as are there with their Sou's 


- fuly, 
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truly raiſed to God, partake in ſome De- 


gree both of the Offer ing and of the Ef- 


fects of this holy Sacrifice; and therefore 
without Condemning their Devotions, I 
only propoſe a Method, which is judged 
the beſt, and may be moſt for our Spiritual 
Advantage; fuch as is generally obſerved 


by as many as perfectly underſtand their 


Duty, and would be follow'd by others, 
were they better Inſtructed. For this 
End I make it here my Requeſt to the ge- 
nerality of Catholicks, not to content them- 
ſelves with ſome general Notions concerning 
the Maſs, but to take Pains themſelves, 
and engage ſome charitable Friend to 
give them a more particular Inſtruction, 


'and make them Senſible of the true Na- 


ture of it, and all its Parts, that ſo they 
may loſe none of thoſe Advantages other- 
wile to be reap'd in this Divine Inſtructi- 
on; and that thus may be avoided many 


prophane Indecencies, and irreligious 


Levities, too often ſeen at that Holy Time, 


and which moſt certainly ariſe from a 


Want of due Knowledge and Inſtruction 
of what is there done, and of what is 
their Duty to do. | 

And now as to thoſe, who in Time of 
this Divine Sacrifice, are wholly taken up 
in ſay ing the Roſary, or other particular 


Devot ions, I only defire them to remember 
bye B 


they 
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they have a great in the Sacrifice there 
offered; that it belongs to them to offer 
it to Almighty God with the Prieſt ; as 
likewiſe in fome manner to partake of the 
Victim. That ſince their Heavenly Father 
has call'd them to fo great a Dignity, they 
would ſpare fo much Time from the ir 
Private Devotions, as to comply with this 
greater Duty, than which none can poſſi- 
bly be more acceptable to God. And there- 
fore if they cannot be perſwaded to change 
the ir Method, that they would make ſuch 

interrupt ions at kaft in their other Pray- 
_ ers, as may give them Liberty in tome De- 
gree to perform this; thar is, lay them by 
at the more Eſſential Parts of rhe Mats, to 
which they ought to give their Attention.

fert: And of 1h General Diſpoſitions 

in the Offerers. I. THE 
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1. H E Faſt Duty of a Chriftian, is, 
| . To render t God that ſupreme Honour 

and Worſhip which is due 20 him, as 
the Sovereign Being. And this being not 


| 2 to be more effectually done, than 


y offering to Him the Sacrifice of His , 
only Son; inſomuch as this is an oblati- 
on of infinite value, being God equal ro 
himſelf; therefore it is that the Firſt and 
Principal End of every Chriſtan, in going to 
Maſs, onght to be, To acknowledge God the 
Supreme Being, and give Him that Honour and 
Worſhip, which it due to him alone. 

2. Another Principal Duty of a Chviſtian 
being, Iv gide Thanks 14,Gad for all His — 4 
fins; and there being AV more acceptable 
Offering we can make Him, than of His 
only Son, in whom he is well pleas'd : 
Therefore it is, every Chriſtien, in going 
to Mais, onght to remember, that another 
privcipe! End, is to offer to Almighty God 
this Sacruace of Jus only Son, in Ackove- 
ledement and Thanl\giving for al Beneffes and 
Bleſfengs recery'd, whether General or Part icie- 
lar, Publick or Private. 

3. Sicce in the Maſs is offer'd to God 
the fame Body and Blood of Oriſt, which, 
being Sacrifig'd on Mount Cafuzry, were 
a full Satisfaction for Sin; therefore it is, 
that che daily Oblacion of the ſame on 
our Altars, renders God propitious, by 
A B 2 being 
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being a daily Application of the Merits 
of his Son's Paſſion, and moves Him to 
grant Grace, and the Gift of Penance, in 
order to the Remiſſion of the greateſt Sins: 
And for this End, every Chriſtian going 
to Maſs, ought” to lay before the Father, 
the Merits and Paſſion of His only. Sin, Who 
ii there fer d. with a firm Hope of obtainin 
thro” Him, that Grace, which may be the f 
tetual Remedy of all his Offences. 

4. This Oblation of the Body and Blood 
of Chriſt, being thus a Means of daily lay- 
ing before the Eternal Father, the infinite 
Value of His Son's bitter Paſſion 3 there- 
fore it js a daily Application of the Me- 
rits of Chriſt, to us, likewiſe for the Re- 
Iief of our Neceſſities, and the obtaining 
New Graces and Bleſſings for us: And 
for this Reaton, every Chriſtian in going 
to Maſs, ought to offer it to Almighty 
God, for the Obtaining all Bleſſings, whether 
Temporal or Spiritual, whether for himſelf, 
Friends, Governors, or Church, and for 
the Remedy of all Miſeries and Neceſſit ies, publick 
or private. 

heſe are the Four principal Ends, for 
which all the Faithful ought to offer u 
the Holy Victim, Chriſt Feſus, in the Maſs, 


to the Eternal Father, for His greater 


Glory, and their Good ; ever remember- 
ing beſides, in this Oblation to renew 
| daily 
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daily the Memory of Chriſt's Death and 
Paſſion, as He Himſelf commanded. 
Q. So then as often as the Faithful go to 
Aſs, they 'ought to join with the Prieſt, and 
offer up the Body and Blood of Chriſt. i. For 
the giving Supreme Worſhip to God: 2. In 
Thankſgiving for all Benefits. 3. For the 
obtaining Pardon of their Sins. 4. For the 
procuring New Graces and Bleſſings; and 
ever in Remembrance of Chriſt's Paſſion. I 
their any thing more on that Subject? 

A. Only my Requeſt again to all Cat ho- 
licks, ſo ſeriouſly to reflect on theſe Gene- 
ral Ends, for which they go to Maſs, as to 
let this be a Means of regulating their 
Devotion, of raiſing their Spirits to God, 
and keeping up that true Griſtian Beha- 
viour and Reverence, as ſeem abtolutely 
neceſſary for thoſe, who defire to diſcharge 
themſelves well of theſe great Duties. 

Q. How do you mean in particular ? . 

A. That while Chriſtians in the Maſs of- 
fer to Almighty God the Body and Blood 
ot Chriſt, thus to pay Sovereign Hamage to 
Him, they would look on Chriſt on the 
Altar, ds the ir Model, and there canſecrate 
themſelves daily to God, by making a. 
Sacrifice of their Body and Souls, accord- 


ing ta that Pattern before their Eyes; 
and there heartily endeayour to give Ho- 
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nour to God, by offer ing not only Chriſt 
but themſelves likewiſe to him. 

2. That as often as they offer Chrift in 
Thanklgiving to God for all His Benefits, 
they would likewile join themfelves to 
that Sacrifice, and make an Oblation of 
their own Hearts to God ; remembering 
the Beſt Acknowledgment on their Part, 
of Bleſſings receiv'd, is a true Chriſtian 
Life, and the Employing all that to His 
Honour, which has been the Gift of His 
Goodneſs. 

3. That in offering Chriſt on the Altar 
as à propit iat ion for their Offences, they 
would remember, that Chriſt there Of- 
fer'd, became a Remedy for Sin, by pre- 
ſenting himſelf to the Eternal Father, to 
ſuffer whatever Puniſhment his Juſtice 
ſhould appoint, for the making due ſatiſ- 
faction for the Tranſgreſſions of Men: 
And. conſequently if they defire to par- 
take of the Effect of this Oblation, in the 
Pardon of their Sins, they would there 
preſent themſelves before the Altar, in 
the Spirit of Penance. I. Humbling themſelves 
at the Sight of their Offences, with a con- 
trite Heart; Beſceching God to grant 
them a ſincere Repentance. 2. Offer ing 
themſelves, according to the Example be- 
fore them, to ſuffer whatever God's Ju- 
{tice ſhall determine. And, 3. Rev ings 

that 
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that as they Offend Daily, ſo their Life 
ſhall be a daily and continual Penance, not 
doubting but Chriſt's infinite SatisfaCtion, 
Hall be thus effettually apply'd to them. 
and ſupply all their Defects. 

4. That in offer ing Chriſt on the Al- 
tar, for che obtaining new Bleſſings, they be 
careful to put up all their Prayers vo God 
in his Name: depending entirely on Chr iſt 
as their Redeemer, as their Med ia tor, and 
as their Head; and putting themſelves in 
ſuch a diſpoſition of Soul, that they be 
truly his Members, and deſire to live by 
his Spirit. 

Thus if the Faithful preſent them- 
ſelves before the Altar in this manner 
to Offer up that Holy Victim, Chriſt Je- 
ſus, to his Eternal Father, it will moſt 
certainly be for God's Honour, and the 
great Advantage of the ir own Souls. For 
it they think nothing of theſe interior Diſ- 
paßt ions, but run to Maſs out of Cuſtom; 
without any Concern of thus ra iſing up 
their Thoughts to God, or apply ing them, 
as the Nature of this Sacrifice requires; 
being there in a formal Way, like ſo ma- 
ny Statues, without praying or thinking, 


I can't tell what Benefit they expect, or e- 


ven what they do there. And then for 
many others who, in that Lazy Poſture 
of Kneeling on one Knee, ſeem to be 

| | paving 
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paying their duty to ſome Demi-God ; o- 
thers who are Gazing and Stairing abour, 
others who are prophanely Whiſpering 
and Converſing, others in their Vanities 
and even in the State of Sin, with more 
ftill of this Kind; what can I ſay of them, 
but that they abuſe or negle& the Bleſſ- 
ings of Heaven; make void the Deſigns 
of Mercy, and Diſhonour God in that 
Divine Inſtitution, which was Ordain'd 


for the giving him the Higheſt Worſhip? + 


Can tkeſe hope to obtain Pardon of their 
Sins, thro? that Holy Victim ; who in the 
Time of it's offering, are giving new Pro- 
vocations to Heaven, in the Addition of 
their Sins; or who think ſo little of Re- 
pentance, that knowing themſelves to be 
in a Wicked State they are reſolv'd to 
go home as they came? Will God accept 
this Offering from them, in the Odour of 
Sweetneſs who has declar'd he will receive 
no Sacrifice from polluted Hands? Cer- 
tainly, there's little Ground to flatter 
them with ſuch Hopes: They have more 
Reaſon to conſider, what part of that 
Company they reſemble, which ſurround- 
ed Chriſt upon the Croſs; for, as when he 
was na il'd to the Sacred Wood, there want- 
ed not tome, who Reproach'd and Blat- 
phem'd him in his Sufferings; ſo here be- 
ing now offer d an unbloody Victim, "tis 
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not without ſome, who by their Irreligi- 
ous Behaviour and Criminal Lives, like 
thoſe wicked Few:r, caſt out Blaſphemies 
againſt him; who are yet ſo much worſe 
than they, inaſmuch as their Knowledge 
and Belief is an Aggravation of their 
Crime, beyond that of the Fews, who had 
Ignorance to plead for them, in knowing 
not what they did. 

Q. Then I ſee, to run to mw and ſee it ended, 
it not ſufficient to partake of the Effects of it, 
unleſs a Perſon be careful to aſſiſt there with great 
Attention, Application and Devot ion. hat then 
will become of many that think not of this ? 

A.*Tis every one's Duty to be inform'd 


and inſtructed in ſuch Obligations as be- 


long to the ir State, as to do them well, 
and if they are wanting in this, they have 
ſo much to anſwer for. Now a little Rea- 
ſon is ſufficient to make them ſenſible of 
it. For. if they once ref ect, that in going 
to Maſs they go to Honour God, to Thank him 
for his Benefits, to beg Pardon for their Sins, to 
pray for new Bleſſings, and to Commemorate the 
Death of Chriſt 3 does it not immediately 
appear, that a Religious Behaviour, 4 Sincere 
Devotion and Repentance, are the molt ſuita- 
bleDiſpoſitions for thoſe that come to of- 


fer to God the very ſame Victim, which 


was Sacr ific'd for their Sins upon Mount 
Calvary, | "Th: ET

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Q. Tſee ehe Reaſon of what you ſay, and wiſh 
all duly conſider d it, for their ovon good. But 
hauing now underſtood the Principal End, and 
General Diſpeſit ions, with which we are to hear 
Maſs, you muſt now comply with your Promiſe, 
and lay before me an eaſy Method for the joyning 
with the Prieſt in making this Oblat ion. 

A. That I'll do; but you muſt give me 


lea ve to ſpeak to more than your {elf : 


For there being amongſt the Faithful, 
Perſons of very different Capacities, ſome 
that underſtand little, others thatare bet- 
ter inſtructed, there is no one Method pro- 
per for all; and for this Reaſon, I in- 
tend to propoſe three anſwerable to the 
three different Degrees or Orders, in 
which all the Faithful may be ranked. 
One for young Beginners, who being 
wholly Strangers to this Publick Serv ice 
of the Church, defire to be inſtructed in 
it: Another for the generality of Catho- 
licks, who by Education or Practice are 
better acquainted with it : A third for 
ſuch whoſe Learning, Piety or Parts, raile 
them ſomething above the reſt. And a 
fourth may not be improper, for ſuch as 
are abſent: and thus I ſhall include the 
whole Body of the Faithful.. 
Eſt Method of Hearing Maſs for young Beginners. 
W Har Direct ions do you give to ſuch who 
as yet know nothing of the Maſs, dere 
70 
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to be inſtrucred in it? What would you have 
them do at firft, when they are preſent ar it? 

A. My Advice is that at firſt when they 
go to Maſs, they would for the firft eight 
or ten Days, uſe no Book at all; but bend 
the ir whole endeavours, to obſerve what 
the Pr ieſt does, by only looking on. B 
this Means, in a Week or Fortnight, (it 
be ing every Day the fame ) they' f begin 
to obſerve the more remarkable Parts of 
it : As, 1. The removing of the Book. 2. 
The uncovering the Chalice. 3. The put- 
ting Wine into the Chalice. 4. The lift- 
ing up the Hoft and Chalice. 5. The 
Prieſt Receiving. 6. His giving the Be- 
ned ict ion, W&c. 

Having obferv'd ſomething of this, it 
will be then a great help to have ſome 
Charitable Friends kneel by and inform 
them how theſe Parts are called, or what 
is then done; but fo, as not ro Burthen 
them with too much ar firſt. They may 
let them know when the Prieſt fays the 
Confixeor, or publick Confeffion: That at 
the firſt Removal of the Book, is read the 
Giftef: At the Uncovering the Chalice, or 
putting Wine into it, is the Offertory : At 
the lifting up the ſacred Hoſt and Cha- 
lice, is the Elevation. When the Prieſt 
receives is the Communion, &c. By this 
means, being thus acquainted with what 

is 
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is thus done, and the Names by which 
theſe Parts are call/d, they?ll be ſoon fit to 
uſe Books of Devotion and ſay the Pray- 
ers proper, as in them directed by their 
Titles over them: and by theſe be prepa- 
red to underſtand all the reſt. 

Being come thus far, it may be proper 
here again to inform them as before; 
That the Prieſt at Maſs Conlecrates the 
Bread and Wine into the Body and Blood 
of Chriſt : That he offers this Sm: oblati- 
on to God for his Honour and Glory, tor 
the Good of his own Soul, and of all pre- 
ſent. That the Prieſt knowing how un- 
worthy he is to perform this Solemn 
Action, dares not approach the Altar, till 
by ſay ing the Confiteor, he has firſt humbled 
himſelf in the Confeſſion of his Sins be- 
fore God. And that fince the People are to 
join with the Prieſt in Offering to God 
the Body and Blood of his only Son, *tis 
but reaſonable, they ſhould likewiſe hum- 
ble themſelyes with the Prieſt, in theCon- 
feſſion of their Sins, by ſaying the Confiteor 
with him, or ſome other Prayer anſwer- 
able to it, in the true Spirit of Humility 


and Contrition.

That is in the very beginning of the Maſi, when 
the Prieſt ſtands bowing down, before he goes 
up to the Altar 3 the People may ſay the ſame

Let them 
reflect at leaſt, whether the Solicitude, of 
Finiſhing the Task of thoſe Prayers, they 
purpoſe to themſelves, does not often take 
off their Thoughts and Devotion from 
ſuch principal Parts of the Maſs, to wed 
| racy 
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they ought moſt particularly to attend. 


How often do they quite paſs over the 


Creed, the Offert „the Memento's, the Com- 
munion, &c. widkour any ſort of Applica- 
tion? And if they lay by their Books at 
the Elevation they ſnatch them up again 
with ſo much haſte, that *tis plain, they al- 
low not themſelves that Time which is 
ſuitable to the Greatneſs of the Myſtery, or 
may be moſt Beneficial to their own Souls. 
What I have therefore to recommend to 
theſe, is to reflect on this Matter a little, 
and conſider whether it be reaſonable, to 
make the greater Act of Religion give way to 
the Leſſer and ſince the Hearing Maſs, in 
the Method here propoſed, includes,. in an 
Eminent manner, all other Private Devo- 
tions, whether it be not moſt juſt, to al- 
low to the Maſs the Time that belongs to 
it; and not borrow from that, for the ſa- 
tisfy ing other Duties: This I ſay to ſuch 
as truly underſtand it: For as to others, 
who have only a very Groſs and imperfect 
Knowledge of it, tis not to be wonder'd, 
if they take another Way, and make uſe of 
a Staff, who are ſo. Weak as not to be able 


to go without it. But then let theſe too 


conſider, how far they are bound to Labour 
for their Improvement, and not be at a 
Stand. in a Matter which being ſo much to 
their Souls Diſadvantage, muſt neceffari 2 
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8 Eenfur'd as a State of Sloth and Neglect. 
But now leaving theſe, I turn to ſuch as 
are advancd in the Spiritual Life, and 
know how to Speak to God, without the 
Immediate Help of Books; having ſome 
Direct ions to lay before them, which like- 
wile may not be improper for others to 
read, who are not yet come to this Degree. 
But Firſt, I think it may not be Impro- 

r here to give a ſhort Glance at the chief 
r us'd at Maſs; becauſe thoſe 
who underſtand enough to follow this Se- 
cond Method, may make ſome Reflections 
on them, ſuch as may be a great Help to 
direct them in their Devotion. 

Firſt then, Bowing down, is a Poſture of- 
ten us d by the Prieſt in time of Maſs : viz. 
as often as he ſays ſuch Prayers, in which 
he acknowledges his Unworthineſs, Humbly makes 
. bis Offering to Almighty God, begs for Mercy, 
8c. And this he is order'd to do, that by 
this External Humiliation, he may be put 


in Mind of that Interior Humility of Spi- 


Tit, with which he onght ever to perform 
thoſe Actions; as likewiſe to direct all 
preſent then to Humble themſelves before 
2 God, while they ſee the Prieſt 
thus bowing down. 

2. Kneeling, is generally in the Maſs an 
Actof Adoration, by which the Prieſt gives

therefore this the Prieſt performs with al 

the Powers of his Soul, Adaritig before 
his Lord; and ſhews the Faithful, how they 
ought ever to Adore in Spirit, as often as 
they ſee the Prieſt kneeling before the H. 
Euchariſt. He kneels likewiſe once itt 


the middle of the Creed, when he pro- 


nounces theſe Words, Et Homo faftus eſt: 
And he wal mad: Man; And once at the 
End of St. John's Goſpel, when lie fays 3 
Et Verbum Caro factum eſt ; Aud the Word was 
made Fleſh: Both times to fignify the Se- 
cond Perſon of the B. Trinity coming 
down from Heaven, to take on him our 
Nature fo to become our Redeemer; In 
Acknowledgment of which — al 

Chriſtians ought to bow, both Prieſt and 
People, fo to Teltily their Senfe of that 
nhnite Mercy, and give Thanks for it. 

3. Striking the Breaſt ; is a Ceremony de- 
liver'd in Scripture, as an Expreſſion of 2

And this the Prieſt uſes, as often as he pro- 


feſſes a GY: for his Sins 3 as 5 — 
tebr; or or Mercy; as at Agnu 

Dil: Or Confeſſes his Unvorthineh 3 as 
at Domine non ſum dignus; And if he does 
this, not as uſing à bare Ceremony, but 
with a truly Humble and Contrite Heart, 
there's no Queſtion, 't is what is very yr 
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ſtian, and may ſerve likewiſe to move the 
Faithful to a Hearty Contrition, and ſin- 
cere Acknowledgment of their Unwor- 
thineſs, as often as they Practiſe the like 
Action. And if they would thus ſeriouſly 
return to the Heart, as often as they ſtrike 
their Breaſt, they might reaſonably Hope 
with the Publican to go Home Juſtity'd. 

4. Turning to the People, is what the Prieſt 
does, as often as he gives a Bleſſing to 
them; in ſaying, Dominus wobiſcum 3 Our 
Lord be with you, &c. or deſires their Pray- 
ers, as at Orate Fratres; Brethren fray, &c. 
For as when he makes his Offer ings and 
Prayers to God, he ſtands with his Face 
to the Altar, which is the Place of Wor- 
ſhip : So when he Addreſſes himſelf to the 
People, he turns to them. WEL

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O thoſe, who know how to Govertt 
I qua inted with the Way of the Spirit, 
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the Hearing Maſs is but one continued 
Exerciſe of the Soul, in all the Acts of 
Chr iſt ian Virtues : When applying herſelf 
to every particular Part, ſhe is led from 
one Virtue to another, with great Variety 
and Sweetneſs, but without Diſorder. This 
is done by an inward Light communica- 
ted by Almighty God, not only to Men 
of Learning; but often to fuch, who be- 
ing otherwiſe Weak and Ignorant, have 
nothing but Humility, and ſeek ing God 
with ſincere Hearts, to prepare them for 
. theſe Favours of Heaven. 
All theſe when they go to Hear Mats, 
go as to a School of Virtue, where they 
are to meet their Divine Maſter, by whom 


they are to be inſtructed in all the Rules 


of a Chriſtian Life, to be reproach'd of all 
the ir Fa il ings, and encourag'd in all thoſe 


great Duties, which are requir'd of them,

6. They ſee him there as it were in a 
State of Penance, covered with thoſe ſen- 
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fible Accidents, as with Sackcloth and 
Aſhes, and thus offering himſelf to his 
Eternal Father as an Hoſt of Propitiation 
for our Sins: This ſhows them how to 
Repent of their Sins; and with what 
Charity they ought to Pray for all thoſe 
who are ſeparated from God by their Of- 


Vicious Habits. 

7. They ſee him there an Adyocate for 
all, even for thoſe who have Offended him. 
This forcibly moves them to caſt off all 
ſorts of Animoſities, Il-Will, or Hatred,

9FTF Is but too common a Fault of ſuch 
7 as cannot obſerve the Church Pre- 
cept, in going to Maſs, to fit down 


at Home Contented, and think no more 


of it: as if they had no Concern, or could 
be no ways Advantag'd by it, becauſe they 
cannot Perſonally be there. For the remo- 
ving whichMiſtakes, 1 to them, 
I defire them to conſider. 


1. That where ever Maſs is faid, it is 
moſt certainly Offer'd by the Prieft and 


the Church, for all Faithful Chriſtians, that 


it may avail them to Life Everlaſting, as it is 


expreſs d in the Offertory : ſo that, tho 


choſe that are preſent, have great Ad- 


vantage over others, yet the Abſent — 
no 
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— excluded from Partak ing of its Bene- 
ts. . 
2. That fince the Maſs is offer'd for 
thoſe of the Faithful that are Abſent 3 
thoſe alſo may receive Advantage by it, 
if they take —— to diſpoſe themſelves, 
by joining their Devotion with it, and 
being there in Spirit and Defire, when 
their Oceaſions will not permit them to 
be otherwiſe Preſent. Since *tis moſt cer- 
tain, God will accept this great Offer- 
ing, which in their Hearts they make to 
him, and their feryent Piety ſupplying all 
Wants of Corporal Preſence, they'l be 
refreſh'd with Divine Graces, eſpecially 
thro! the Merits of Chriſt, apply'd by 
this Sacrifice, which are not confin'd to 


Place. 


From theſe Conſiderat ions, every good 
Chriſtian, that is Solicitous for his Eter- 
nal Welfare, will be careful on ſuch Days 
of Obligation, on which he is lawfull 
hindered from going to Maſs, to take half 
an Hour to himſelf, and in his Cloſet, hear 
Maſs in Spirit; and if he hasa Family he 
will · not fail to Summon them together, 
for the performing this Devotion in Com-' 
mon; firſt, ſeeing they be inſtructed how 
to do it. 

And the firſt thing they ought to do, is 
to bewail their Misfortune ; in not being

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preſent at this Holy Sacrifice, by which 
they are depriv'd of many Spiritual Ad- 
vantages to their Souls. And it Chriſtians 
did but a little Conſider the many Mourn- 
ful Expreſſions of David in his Baniſh- 

ent, of the Fews in their Captivity, 
eta their Abſence from the Ta- 
bernacle and Temple, and the Want 

f Sacrifice; I think they would not 
fit down ſo Unconcern'd, as too com- 
monly they do, in their Abſence from 
this Adorable Sacrifice, which being ſo 
much greater than what the Fews had, 
is ſo much more conſiderable in the Loſ- 
ſes thoſe Suffer who are Baniſh'd from 
it.

the ſame Devotions they commonly uſe 
in the time of Hearing Mals. 

And as for thoſe, who are ſo well in- 
ſtructed, as to know every part of the 
Maſs, and commonly hear it, without the 
Help of Books, they may begin and go 
on from one part of it to another, with 
all thoſe Exerciſes, as ſet down above in 
the Third - Method, and, no queſtion, will 
thus perform a Devotion very accepta- 
ble to God, and beneficial to themſelves. 
And for others, who make uſe of Books 
in time of Maſs, they may uſe the ſame 
Prayers here, according to the Second Me- 
thod, or ſuch like 3 being careful never 
to omit the Principal Parts of it. For 
however the Prieſt be not really with 
them, yet they are in Spirit preſent 
before the Altar with him; they are be- 
fore Almighty God, and where the Me- 
rits of Chriſt's Sacred Paſſton may be ap- 
plied to them : And will not he moſt 
certainly hear them, if with the Prayer 
at the Confiteor they humbly acknowledge 
their Offences: If at the Xyrie eleiſon, 
they heartily cry out for Mercy : If at 
the Gloria in Excelſis, they give Adoration 


and Glory to God: If at the Collect, they 
recommend their own and the Church's 
Neceſſit ies: 
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Neceſſities: If at the Goſfe/, they make 
Profeſſion of living according to the 
Maxims of God's Word; and ſo propor- 
tionally on with all the other parts of 
the Ma ſs as the Creed, Offertory, Sanctus, 
Memento's, Elevation, &c. Will not this 
be a very Commendable Devotion on 
any Day, eſpecially on thoſe, which are 
Commanded to be kept Holy; ſince by 
this Method the Soul is awaken'd and 
raisd up to God, and united to him in 
the Exerciſe of thoſe Virtues, which make 
up a true Chriſtian Life, and render it 
as much as may be, like the State of the 
Bleſſed ? 

And tho! this Method may not pleaſe 
ſome, who are willing to ſuſpect every 
thing that ſeems to ſtreighten the Broad 
Way they are in, and to oblige them 
to retrench ſome of their Liberties, which 
are the Effects of their Sloth and Inde- 
votion 3 yet confidered by Pious and 
Well-meaning People, I believe they'll 
find it very ſuitable to the Spirit and 
Practice of the Church in other Duties: 
For is it not thus in Fiſting, Prayer, and 
Aim >. When a Chriſtian thro? Sickneſs, &c, 
is diſabled from the performing theſe 
Penitential Works : muft he not per- 
form them at leaſt, in $iris or Defre ? 
Is it not thus with Baptiſm and Confeſs 
5 H 3 fen 
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fon too? So that when a Prieſt cannot 
be had, and the Precept urges, muſt not 
the Penitent Confeſs in Defire at leaſt > 
Muſt he not Examine himſelf and call to 
Mind his Sins ? Muſt he not excite in 
himſelf a true Sorrow and Cantrition, 
and thus, on his part, do almoſt every 
thing, as the Prieſt were there > This 
ought certainly to be done at the Hour 
of Death; and at other Times too, it 
would be the moſt aflured Means of ob- 
taining God's Grace, by thus giving Te- 
ſtimony, that nothing is wanting on his 
Side, for the diſcharging that Duty God 
has laid on him. 

And the Ground of this is declar'd. by 
S. Peter Damian, who ſhewing that this 
Oblation of the Body and Blood of Chriſt, 
is the Sacrifice of all the Faithful, who 
make but one Body; infers this Conſe- 
quence 3 that therefore tho? we are ab- 


ſent from the Church, when theſe Di- 


vine Myſteries are Celebrated, yet we till 
aſſiſt there, and in ſome manner are there 
preſented, by Reaſon of that Inviolable 
Unity, by which it is effected, that what 
belongs to all is the Concern of every one 
in particular; and what ſeems to belon 

to ſome in particular, is Common to a

A Word how the Sunday ought to be ert. 


Q. Aving now been ſo charitable as 10 
inform me, in what manner Tought 
to hear Maſs pray tell me, whether 
2 
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in Hearing Maſs, Thave diſcharg?d the whole 


Duty of the Sunday ? Or whether when Maſs 
is done, I have ſtill any farther Obligation on me, 
relating to that Day. 


- A. I could wiſh every one would take 
Care to hear Maſs well and devoutly on 
Sundays. But when that is done, 'tis moſt 
certain, the Duty of the Day is not then 
over; but there is ſtill a due Regard to 
be had to the Inſtitution of it. 


Q. The Church Precept enjoins nothing but 
Hearing Maſs on Sundays; and ſeems to leave 
the reſt to every One's diſpoſal ? 


A. But can you imagine, the — 
Precept makes void the Commandment o 
God ? The Church jndeed, by her Pre- 
cept, declares to all her Members that 
ſhe requires them to hear Maſs on Sun- 
days, but {he no where tells them this 
Is the whole Duty of the Day, or pretends 
to abſolve them from the Obligation 
God had laid on them in the Command- 
ments given to Moſes. This Command 


of God, Remember thou keep Holy the Sub- 


bath Day (allowing only for the Change 
of the Day) ſtands ſtill in force; and, 
as God gaye it * Moſes to his Proper 
| "= OT" 
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ſo he ſtill gives it to the Faithful by 
his Church. Therefore you ſee it ſtands 
Recorded every where amongſt the 
Commandments, in all her Books of In- 
ſtruction, Prayer-Books and Catechiſms; 
and in all Examinations of Conſcience, 
preparatory for Confeſſion 'tis in par- 
ticular called over in ſeveral Points, be- 
fides what belongs to hearing Maſs 3 and 
while the Church thus requires of all ro 
learn the Ten Commandments, and beſides 
theſe, to know her Precept, ſhe plainly 
declares her Senſe, that no Precept of 
/ hers is intended to annul any Com- 
mandment of God ; but only lets them 
know, that as the Publick Worſhip of the 
New Law, is diſtin from that of the 
Law of Moſes, ſo ſhe requires of all her 
Members to be preſent at this Publick 
Worſhip, on all Sundays, &c. but no where 
tells them, they have no other Obliga- 
tion on thoſe Days. | 


Q. What is it more they have to do? 


A. The Command of God ſays, Re- 
member thou keep Holy the Sabbath Day : E- 
very Chriſtian then has all that to do, 
which is neceſſary for the Sen#ifying or 
Keeping that Day Holy, Now can you 
: imagine, 
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imagine, the Employing half an Hour in 
Hearing Maſs, is a Sanfifying the whole Day ? 
That is one thing indeed requir'd; but 
when that is done, a Chriſtian may ſa 
eaſily miſpend the Reſt of the Time, that 
caſting up his Accounts at Night, he 
may find it has been rather Prohan'd 
than $andify'd; that he has rather kept it 

Wickedly than Holy, | 


Beſides hearing Maſs, *tis expected 
the Faithful ſhou'd aſſiſt at all the Pub- 
lick Service and Exerciſes of the Church: 
And where Circumſtances permit no- 
thing more than Maſs, that this Mis- 
fortune be not turned to the Advan- 
tage of Idleneſs and Sloth ; but that 
a proportion'd Time be allow'd to pri- 
vate Devotions, and ſpent in Praying 
and Reading. This ſeems to be a Duty, 
and befides this, it were to be wiſh'd, 
that all would be ſo careful in the well- 
employing this Day, not only in ab- 
ſtaining from Servile Work and all 
Scandalous Diverſions, but likewiſe of 
duly attending to the great Concern 
of their Salvation; that upon viewing 

the main Body of their Actions, they 
may hope, they have rot only SanQify'd 
the Day, but likewiſe beenSanctify'd by it

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To this the Church encourages all 
her Children, and for this End in the 
Catechiſm ad Parochos, ſet forth by Or- 
der of the Council of Trent, Charge is 
given to all Pariſh Prieſts. 1. To take 
great Pains in often explicating and preſ- 
fing this Commandment to the People, 
and gives this Reaſon, Becauſe the Obſer- 
dance of all the Reſt of the Laws of God, de- 
tends much on the Due keeping of this. 


2. There it ſhews, that the Sunday 
is a Day Conſecrated to Religious Du- 
ties, to Divine Act ions, and Holy Em- 
ployments : *Tis a Day Conſecrated to 
Gol himſelf, and therefore to be employ- 
ed in ſuch Actions, as become the Holi- 


3. It requires Pariſh Prieſts diligently 
to inſtruct the People, what are the Du- 
ties proper for that Day. Amongſt 
which Hearing Maſs is in the firſt Place. 
2. Often frequenting the Sacraments, for 
the Remedying the Diſtempers of their 
Souls; ſuch are, Confeſſion and Com- 
munion. 3. Hearing Sermons or Exhor- 
tations where it may be. 4. Exerciſing 
themſelves often on that Day in Pray- 


ers, 
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ers, in giving Thanks and Praiſe to God. 
5. Taking great care diligently to learn 
all thoſe Things which are neceſſary for 
a true Chriſtian Life. 6. Doing Acts of 
Charity, as relieving the Poor, viſiting 
the Sick, comforting the Afflicted. Theſe 
Particulars are ſet down in this Cate- 
chiſm, as Exerciſes proper for the Sancti- 
tying this Day. | 


Every good Chriſtian then, may hence 
evidently diſcover, that the Deſign of 
God and his Church, in commanding 
this Day to be kept Holy. is, 1. That in 
it he ſhould give Adoration, Pra iſe, 
Honour and due Thanks to God. 2. Do 
tuch Things as may be for the Advan- 
tage of his Soul, either in the Obtain- 
ing Pardon of his Sins, Improvement in 
Virtue, or Benefit to his Neighbour. 
That for the Diſcharging -the former part 
of this Duty, *tis required of him he 
ſhould hear Maſs Devoutly, and in this 
pay Sovereign. Homage to God : That 
at other times of the Day, he ſhould Pray, 
give Praiſe and Honour to his Maker. 
And for performing the Second; That

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Knowledge of his Duty, Amendment 
of his Failing, Encreaſe of Piety, and 
living the Life of a true Chriſtian, an- 
ſwerable to his Condition, and doing 
ſuch Works of Charity, as Occaſions ſhall 
preſent. 


Q. os, think you then of all thoſe, who 
content themſelves with hearing Maſs on Sun- 
days 3 and without any more Praying or Read- 
ing, ſpend all the Reſt of the Day in Walking, 
Tall ing, Dreſſing, Formal Viſiting, &c. 


A. And FI ask you, whether theſe do 


all that God and the Church requires 


of them on theſe Days ? If they do, I 


have nothing to ſay againſt them; bur 


if they are really wanting in Duties, in- 
tended for God's Honour and their Souls 
Good, then do you tell me, whether they 
are Innocent? 


Thoſe Pious Exerciſes, abovemention'd, 
proper for Sanctifying the Sunday, are 
all ſet down, in the ſaid Church Cate- 
chiſm, with this recommendation: Qui- 
bus Chriſtiani homines exercere ſe debeant, Ex- 
erciſes in which Chriſtians ought to employ them- 


ſelves. And tho' hearing Maſs be firſt 


mention'd, yet the other Duties are very 
much 
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much urg'd : There the wyfu! Omiſſion of 
hearing Sermons, is cenſur'd as a Contemft 
of Chriſt's Word : When it recommends 
Praying, this is mention'd, as what ought 
to be the frequent Exerciſe and Employ- 
ment of the Day: Exercitatio atque Studi- 
um Fidelium in Precibus Frequens eſſe debet. 
When it mentions the Learning ſuch Things 
as are neceſſary for a Chriſtian Life: This 1s 
preſs'd as a Principal Duty, and *tis re- 
quir'd to be done with the greateſt Care: 
Præcipua Cura: And when it propoſes 
doing Works of Charity it preſſes that theſe 
be Diligently perform'd: Sedulo ſe exer- 
ceat: And declares in the Words of St, 
Fames 1. That this is the pure and unde- 
fi'd Way of Worſhiping God; by which 
you ſee in what manner the Church de- - 
fires this Day ſhould be employ'd, 


Now if a Perſon only hears Maſs on 
a Sunday, and ſpends all the reſt of the Day, 
as propos'd by you above, in Converſing. 
Walking, Cc. does not he omit many 
Duties, which the Church, (according 
to the Expoſition of this Catechiſm) re- 
quires of him, for the * Day 
Holy > and do you think this can be 
without Offence 2

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Hence you ſee by the Doctrine deli- 
ver'd in this Catechiſm, all thoſe are 
wanting to this command of God, 1. 
Who beſides hearing Maſs do not ap- 
ly themſelves at other times of the Day 
tif not lawfully hinder'd) to Praying, 
Reading, doing good Works, Cc. but are 
wholly taken up in going their own Ways, 
and vainly pleafing themſelves, when 
they are Commanded to walk in the Ways 
of God and his Church. 2. All Parents, 
Maſters, &c. who permit their Children, 
Servants, c. thus to omit the Duties 
of the sunday; and idly to ſpend the 
Day in vain Converſation, Viſiting. 
Running Abroad, Cc. 3. All thoſe, 
who have the Charge of Souls and take 
no Care to employ this Day in Cate- 
chifing, Inſtructing and Reforming theſe 
Abuſes, but let every one go on, as 
ſeems good in their own Eyes, to Live 
and Die in Ignorance, and under the 
Slavery of many il! Habits, for Want 
of giving them their due Inſtru&ion, 
and not obliging them to ſpend that 
time upon their. Souls, which God re- 
uires of them: And for as many of 
the Flock, as ſhall Periſh, and God knows 
now many Periſh, on this Account, who

Souls? 


Q. If it be thus with thoſe who i all the 
Sunday, in unneceſſary Viſits, Walking, 
&c. what ſay you of thoſe who ſfend a great 
fart of the Day in Publick Houſes, in Drink- 
ing, Gaming, Cc. 


A. Do you tell me whether this be 

a Way of keeping the Day Holy, as God 
commands jt to be kept ? Are theſe 
any of the Holy Duties and Exerciles 
mention'd above, proper for a Day Con- 
ſecrated to God's Worſhip and the Good 
of our Souls > Compare but Sanctify- 
ing and Drinking; Worſhitting or Seeking 
God, and Gaming; and ſee how they a- 
_ gree together: When one reads the Pre- 
cept, and duly Conſiders the End of it, 
tis not Eaſy reconciling theſe Actions 
with the Defign of our Heavenly Fa- 
ther, in laying this Command on us: 
For that which is but a tolerable Em- 
ployment on any Day of the Week, 
it it be not enough to prophane it; how 
can it be proper for a Sunday , which 

ought to be kept Holy to our Lord.

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Q. If there be uo Exceſs, where is the 
Harm ? 


A. The very going into thoſe Hou- 
ſes, to ſpend the Time in Drinking 
ſeems a kind of Exceſs, on Days that 
are particularly Conſecrated to God : 


For they are Houſes of Idleneſs, of Ex- 


ceſs, and Vice; they are Places, Pro- 
han'd by all manner of Wickedneſs, 
y Blaſphemies, Atheiſm, the Ruin of 
Families, Oc. And can it be well plea- 
ſing to God, to ſpend a Day Holy to 
him, in Places thus polluted with the 
Worſhip of Devils? A Perſon that has 
any Senſe of Piety, and of the Reve- 
rence due to his Lord, ought to have a 
Dread, eſpecially on ſuch Days of ap- 
roaching to them; the Thought of the 
ickedneſs there committed, and of the 
War here daily made againſt Heaven, 
ought to raiſe an Abhorrence in his Soul, 
and make him fly from thoſe Seats of 
Peſtilence, as truly at Defiance with the 
Worſhip of God. 


And this the greateſt Number of Men 
are particularly oblig?d to conſider; for 
tho* they have no Deſign at all of any 

5 22 in 
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kind of Intemperateneſs, on this Day; 
yet how ſew are there, that deſire to go 
into Publick Houſes on a Sunday, but 
who, on other Days of the Week, have 
in thoſe Places Offended God in their 
Exceſſes, either of Drinking, Idle-talk- 
ing, Swearing, ill Example, or immode- 
rate Expence of Money, or Time > And 
if this has been their Caſe; ought not 
they to decline thoſe Houſes on a Sunday, 
out of a juſt Deteſtation of their for- 
mer Offences : Becaufe this is a Day, in 
which they ought to call themſelves to 
an Account for all the Miſcarriages of 
the Week, and expreſs their ſincere Re- 
pentance of them, ſo to make their Peace 
with God ? For believe me, an Abhor- 
rence of Sins ſeems not very real, where 
there's yet a Love of the Occaſions and 
Places, where they were acted: As thoſe 
Tſraelites did not heartily deteſt their 
Idols, who had yet a Love to the High 
— where they had Worſhipped 
them, g 


Q. But we'll ſuppoſe now, for the ſake of 
others, who ſeem more Pious, that there has been 
not hing of all this in their whole Lives: may not 
ſuch as theſe take this Liberty, and divert them- 
ſelves with moderate Drinking, Gaming, Shews,

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A. Even this ſeems not agreeable to 
the Intent of this Commandment: For 
as the Day is Holy, ſo if there be any 
Diverſion neceſſary on it, it ought to 
be ſuch as is in ſome manner Holy too; 
ſuch as being Innocent, and leaſt expos'd 
to all Danger of Offending either God 
or Man, is in ſome kind ſuitable to a 
Day that is Sacred. For as Church-Men, 
who are Conſecrated to the Service of 
God, when they ſtand in need of any 
Diverfion, ought not to conſider only, 
what in it ſelf is lawful, or what is an 


allowable Diverſion in the Laity; but 


are in prudence bound to look farther, 
and make chojce of what is Expedient 
for them, and agreeable to their State : 
that ſo they lefſen nothing of the Re- 
putation of their Profeſſion, or give 
Scandal to any little Ones: but in all 
Things ſhew what they are, as well 
in the Relation of their Minds, as 
in the Practice of their Duties: So cer- 
tainly on Days that are Sacred, *tis not 
every thing Lawful that is Expedient, but 
there may be great Ind iſcret ions, if not 
Offences by admitting of ſuch Diverſions, 
as are unſujtable to the Circumſtance of 
the Time,

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And amongſt theſe may be juſtly reck- 
on'd thoſe above-mention'd, as being of 
that dangerous Nature, that even ſober 
People have not that true Command 
of themſelves in them as they ought, but 
are too often drawn in, even beyond 
their Deſign, to exceed either in Time 
or in ords : Hence Diſputes ariſe, 
and ſuch peevith Debates, that tho* they 
come not to a Breach of Charity, yet 
they are very unbecoming the Sanc- 
tity ot the Day, give Offence to others. 
And by this ill Example, encourage Ser- 
vants, Cc. to the like Diverſions: who

Neither can they truly juſtify them- 
ſelves, who find none of theſe Inconye- 
niencies either in themſelves or others, 
becauſe theſe Diverſions have ſt ill a kind 
of Eſſential oa yen in them, which 
Infects the Mind, takes it ſo tnuch off 
trom God, and all that is good, that they

tle Spiritual Air, and be refreſh'd with 
the Taſte of Heavenly Sweetnels, is ſo 
abus'd, if not by Vicious, at leaſt by 
theſe Worldly and Dangerous Entertain- 
ments, that it ſerves to clog the Soul ſtill 
more, ana inſtead of drawing it nearer 
to God, lets it at a much greater Diſtance 
from him by theſe Diverſions, than it 
was all the Week by Working. 


And it is on this Head all Sorts of 
Gaming, Drinking, Shews, &c. ſeems to be 
. cenlur'd, as not allowable on Sundays, not 
becauſe they are abſolutely Sinful or Vict- 
ous 3 tor when they come to this they 
are unlawful on all Days of the Week; 
but becauſe they generally fo engage and 
diſtract the Mind, that they take it off 
from God, and hinder it from perform- 
thſoe Exerciſes of Piety, which are the 
Duty of the Day. And therefore as the 
Trent Catechiſm obferves, as ſervile 
Works are not forbidden on Sundays, be- 
eauſe of their own Nature they are Sin- 
ful or oe, but becauſe they 
draw away our Minds from the Worſhip 

of God, which is the End of this precept:

1. inform'd by this Catechiſm, that tho 
ervile Work only be Expreſly forbidden 
by this precept, yet under this is com- 
prehended whatever is a Hindrance to the Wor- 
ſhip of God; and that whatever this may 
» It is upon this Score to be avoided. 
Quibus Verbis (viz. Non facies omne Opus 
ad id primum inſtituimur, ut quæ 
cumque Divinum cultum impedire poſſunt; om- 
nino vitemus. Parag. 31. And fince com- 
mon Experience will not allow this to 
be denied of theſe Entertainments; nay, 
ſince they are in particular here ſet down, 
as the too frequent Occaſions of with- 
drawing People from the Holy Obſer- 
vance of this Day, Parag. 14. it muſt be 
acknowledg'd they are not ſuitable to the 
Deſign of this Precept. 


And hence you may perceive the 


true Grounds, why ſpending a conſidera - 


ble art of the Sunday, in Viſits, W; atking,, Cn. 


verſing, &c. is blameable, 1. Becauſe how- 
ever 
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voided; as allo every thing elſe that is a 


Diſcourſing of Neighbours, Sleeping, 


the Sunday, fo to the Honour of God, an 


. as Days of Penance, if they are to be thus ri- 


God, and the Church is ths $1pday — 
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ever Harmleſs all this may be in it ſelf, yet 
inaſmuch as theſe ſo take up the Time, 
that they are a Hindrance from employ- 
ing the Day in my Exerciſes, they are 
fo far certainly to be diſapprov'd and a- 


like hindrance with them; as Reading 
Plays, Romances, Hiſtory, and all ſuch 
Books, as are not for the Improvement 
of the Soul: Singing, Dancing, Muſick, 


Dreſſing, Cc. So that whatever it be, 
that takes off Chriſtians from employin 


the Benefit of their Souls, as God and his 
Church Direct, it is all, you ſee here, by 
the Rule of this Catechiſm, forbidden 
in this commandment; 


Q. Is there no Diverſion than to be allow'd 
on Sundays > Nothing to poor Servants who 
il all the Week, and have no Leiſure, but on 
theſe Days? Nothing to others of a more Liberal 
Education, who muſt certainly look on Sundays, 


g0roujly obſerv'd; and nothing to be perminted 
then of theſe Drverſons: | 


A: I have ſhown you in what manner 
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be kept by all the Faithful ; that it oughs 
to be principally employ'd to his Honour, 
and the Salvation. of their Souls; and if 
ou think there is Rigour in this; pray 
orget not, who it is Enjoins it, and who 
pounds it thus; not any private Hand, 
ut the publick Catechiſm of the Church. 


But now, if after this, there be many, 
whoſe Circumſtances require ſome ſort 
Relaxation on the Sunday, there's no queſ- 
tion there are Caſes in which this muſt 
be allow'd ; bat then it ought to be done 


with the Conditions of the poſtle, Sober- 


ly, Fuſtly, and Piouſly, not fall ing into the 
common Abuſes, by making the Releaſe of 
heir Minds the Buſineſs of the Day; 


but employing the Day in the Duries 


preſcrib'd, and only taking ſuch a Por- 
tion of Time, as both ro God and their 
Neighbour may appear 'to be nothing 
but a neceſſary Condeſcendence to Hu- 
man Weakneſs, and a juſt Relict of their 
Minds: And this in ſuch a Way, as is 
becoming the Sanctity of the Day, and 
cannot reaſonably give Offence to the 


Weakeſt. 


But however as. to this particular, I 


make ſome Exceptions againſt the Two 
Sorts 
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Sorts'of Perſons mention'd in your laſt 
Queſtion, for whom you ſcem to plead, 


And firſt as to Servant. Since God has 
given to Maſters of Families Six Days, 


' herein Servants are to be employ'd in 


their Work; and has reſerv'd only One, 
wherein they are to ſerve him, and pre- 
pare for Eternity : Is it not very unrea- 
{onable, that the Diverſion neceſfary for 
the Relief of Servants ſhould be taken 
out of that One Davy Sacred to God and 
their own Souls, and not rather out of 
the Six, appointed for the Service of this 
World? Let Maſters and Servants conſi- 
der where the Time can be beſt ſpar'd ; 
and whether preferring every thing be- 


fore God and their own Souls, be what 


employ it as they * but ſpend it 


will at the End turn to the beſt Account. 
Jam certain if Maſters tie their Servants 
ſo ſtrictly to their Work all the Week, 
that they are neceſſitated to ſpend the 


greateſt part of the Sundays in Diverting 


and Breathing themſelves ſo to prepare 
for their Work again : ſuch Maſters will 
have ſomething to anſwer for their Ser- 
vants Sins, in the Breach of the Sabbath, 
And if Servants that have an eaſier Life, 
when the Sunday comes, take no Care to 


in 
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in vain Converſation, viſiting and run- 
ning about, they will certainly be called 
one Day to an Account for ſo many 
Neglects of their Duty. 


The Reaſon of making this Exception 
againſt Seryants, as likewiſe all others, 
whoſe Life, like theirs, is a perpetual 
Toil, will appear more reaſonable, if we 
conſider that 'tis almoſt impoſſible to 
conceive how they can fave their Souls, 
if they Abuſe the Sundays, and Neglect to 
employ them for this End. For if we look 
on them all the Week, they are engag'd 
in a continual Slavery, ſuch as hinders 
them from Praying and Reading; ſo that 
3f they begin and end the Day with a 
ſhort Prayer, *tis as much as generally 
they do: and God knows how often, 
thro* Hurry and Drowſineſs, they omit 
even this too, Then how are their Minds 
wholly Tied to the World, by the un- 
happy Circumſtances of their Condition? 
How great does this grow in their Eyes 
and Heart, by being their whole Con- 
cern? What Variety of hurtful D iſtracti- 
on? And how often happens it, that 
looſe Companions undertake to Divert 
them by lewd Songs, idle Diſcourſes, and 
relating ſuch Paſſages, which ſerye only 
to 
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ro inſtruct them in Evil > Thus, if we 
conſider them generally, according to the 
Method of the Week, their Hearts and 
Souls are ſo wholly Worldly, it not 
Vicious: ſo truly Strangers to Goodneſs 
and the Buſineſs of Salvation, that they 
are unfit for Dying: And if they ſhould 
thus enter into Eternity, who would 
not Fear what might be their Lot ? 


Now if this be the Condition of their 
Lives'on Week Days, have not they great 
Reaſon above others, not to neglect the 
Sunday, but ſo truly to apply themſelves, 
as far as Circumſtances permit, to Devoti- 
on and Exerciſes of Piety, to Reading 
and Hearing what is Good, that by theſe 
Helps they may ſtrengthen themſelves a- 
gainſt daily Temptations, purity their 
Souls from the Filth contracted, and in- 


all the Week, and make no uſe of the 
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The Cafe of the other Rank of People 
you mention, is not very unlike this: 
For tho? their Education and Quality has 
plac'd them in a higher Degree, 'yet the 
Method of their Lives is generally ſo Diſ- 
orderly, that I think they are under a 
Neceſſity of carefully obſerving the Sun- 
day, and if they do otherwiſe, I cannot 
but apprehend their State to be Danger- 
OUS. | 


For conſider the Reaſon you bring in 
their Behalf, for their being diſpenc'd 
with in the Obſervance of this Precept : 
Tis becauſe, otherwiſe, Sundays will be to 
them Days of Penance : Does not this ſup- 
poſe a great Diſorder in their Souls, that 
Reading Good Things is uneaſy to them; 
that Praying is Troubleſome, that in- 
forming themſelyes of their Chriſtian Du- 
ties, is Nauſeous; that to Converſe with 
God, and Labour for their Salvation, is 
what does not pleaſe ! Pray reflect ſerj- 
ouſly on this their Condition, and tell 
me whether *tis Reaſonable theſe ſhould 
be Exempted from the Duties of the Sun- 
day. You ſee they are in an ill Way; their 
Souls are wholly indiſpoſed if not tick to 
-Death ; and is-this a Reaſon, why they 
ſhould Neglect the Means God has ap- 
8 1 pointed 
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pointed for their Cure? Or is it not ra- 

ther a Reaſon why they ſhould be ſtrict; 

oblig'd to make uſe of them? Let thats 

_ are truly their Friends Judge the 
ale. 


The Truth of it is this, God has ge- 
nerally Bleſs'd this Rank of People with 
plenty 3 And whilft their Condition ex- 
empts them from Working, their indul- 
gent Parents take noCare in theirEducati- 
on to make them in Love with any thing 
that may be afterwards an Employment 
to them: Hence being grown up, and 
reliſhing nothing that may be a commend- 
able Entertainment of their Time and 
their Thoughts, their Life becomes wholly 
Idle, they ſeek the Company of others 
like themſelves, their only Buſineſs is to 
Study their Diverſion 3; and being once 
enter'd in, the whole Week and their 
Life is but a Round; from Muſick to 
Drinking, from Drinking to the Play, 
from the Play to other Entertainments : 
Thus by Degrees they grow in Love with 

theſe Diverſions and Company, and have 
no Satisfaction but in this. | 


And what kind of Habit is contracted 
hence ? Is it not plain their Souls beconie 
—_— wholly 
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wholy Carnal, Sen ſual and Worldly, they 
are led along by their Paſſions : Self love 
is their Director, and nothing pleaſes that 
leads them out of this Track: Hence 
nothing of a Spiritual Life appears in 
them : they have no Taſte of Devotion : 
And whatever Time they are forc'd to 
give their Souls, *tis what ſeems Tedious 
and uneaſy. Hence, to keep the Sunday 
as they ought, is a Penance, becauſe their 
Worldly and Senſual Habit is ſo ſtreng- 
then'd by Cuſtom, that it gives them no 
Reſt, 2 aiming at better Things 
they weakly endeavour to- take another 
Way. And can you think this their. Caſe 
is ſo ſafe, that they ought to be diſpens'd 
with in their sunday Duties ? Believe me, 
I look on them to be in that Danger, that 
if they uſe not Violence to themſelves, 
and on Sundays apply not their Minds to 
thoſe Exerciſes of Py preſcrib'd, I can- 
not ſee, which way they are like to be 
diſengag'd from their Snares, but by this 
Neglect will be link'd in faſter, till they 
become truly the Diſciples of this World, 
inſtead of Gad. You know what the Apo- 
ſtle ſays : Amicitia hujus Mundi Inimica eſt 
Dei. The Friendſhip of this World is an Enemy 
to God; whoever therefore will be a Friend of 
the World makes himſelf the Enemy of God. 

| | james 
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James 4. 4. Conſider if this be not ſome- 
thing of their Caſe, whether you don't 
Experience in them, that they ſet their 
Hearts on the World, and are even im- 
patient at every Thing that belongs to 
God, and what is this, but to Love tne 
one, and be Averſe to the other? And 
are theſe to be here diſpens'd with> What 
is this but to encourage them in the Evil 
they bave begun, to bid them go on, till 
they fall into the Abyſs of Vice paſt al 
Recovery ? For you muſt obſerve what L 
have ſa id hitherto, is of ſuch who are not 
bes engag'd in any Thing that is Criminal, 
ut of thoſe who are willing to think 
themſelves Innocent; as being free, as 
they imagine, from all Vice, and yet are 
truly gujlty of all the Neglects and Diſ- 
orders abovemention'd : and of the Omiſſion 
of thoſe great Duties, which Charity and Fu- 
ſiice oblige them to perform to God, in 
his Worſhip, and to their own Souls, in 
taking that Care of them as is neceſſar 
for their Salvation. And this fort of fal 
and miſtaken Innocence is what I fear is 
too common, eſpecially in the Younger 
People of both Sexes, who letting the 
World gain Poſſeſſion of their Hearts, 
reſerve themſelves, it may be, from what 
is Scandalous and Criminal, but yet "” the 
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fame time are guilty of many groſs Neg- 
lets, ſuch as make them Strangers to 
Piety : and if not redreſs'd, will be the evi- 
dent Ruin of their Souls. 5 


Wherefore, for the Reforming theſe 
eneral Abuſes, I cannot but moſt earneſt- 
ly recommend to all Chriſtians, the exact 
Obſervance of the Sunlay: making it my 
ſerious Requeſt to them, to employ it in 
the beſt manner they can, in thoſe Exerci- 
ſes of Virtue, which are moſt for God's 
Honour, and the Benefit of their Souls, 
thus truly endeayouring to give that Day 
to God, which he has ſolemnly challeng'd 
for his own, and expreſly commanded to 
be kept Holy to Him: That ſo performing 
their Duty in Obedience to his Law, the 
may likewiſe be ſenſible of the great Ad- 
vantages he has defign'd for them; fince 
It is moſt certain, as the Catechiſm of Trent 
obſerves, the due keeping this Day, 1s 
the plain and eaſy Way that leads to a 
Holy Life, and the moſt aſſur'd Means of 
obtaining the Love of God; as the Ne- 


glect of it is the Contempt of God and 


his Law, the Path to Looſeneſs and Irreligi- 
on, and the Beginning of all Sin; and 
how highly provoking it is, may be plain- 
ly ſeen in the Severity of thoſe 2 — 
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with which God has puniſh'd the Franf« 
greſſors of it. Numb. 15. : 

Let none therefore be miſled by ill Ex- 
ample : noli æmulari in Milignantibus. But 
having God's Word to difect ns; his ex- 
preſs Law to oblige us; the Church to 
Expound his Law to us: let us look for 
no other Guides, but tollow where theſe 
lead us; that fo giving to God and our 
Souls what is their due, we may reap the 
Fruit of this Juſtice in a happy Eternity, 
and eſcape that as laſting Miſery, which 
will be the Portion not only of thoſe 
who break All, but even One of his Com- 
mandments. 
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
